THE U NDERG RO UND na tura lly 
crea tes intense stra ins on fa m ily 
life. The undev ia ting dem a nds of 
the P a rty (its interests m ust com e 
first rega rdless of persona l con­ 
sequences) lea v es deep em otiona l 
sca rs. 


M any 
com m unist fa m ilies 
a re 
sepa ra ted for y ea rs. Children grow 
up w ithout seeing their fa thers. In 
one insta nce w'hich ca m e to FBI 
a ttention, a com m unist's child w a s 
stricken w ith polio. H is fa ther did 
not lea v e his P a rty work under 
ground to com e to the child’s bed­ 
side. 


One little boy w’hose fa ther wra s 
gone sa id: “ I w ish m y fa ther w’a s 
in ja il. Then I could a t lea st see 
h im .” 
The P a rty m a y prom ise fina ncia l 
a ssista nce to the fa m ilies of un­ 
derground 
com ra des, 
but 
m a ny 
tim es the support is m iserly or 
does not com e a t a ll. Hea rt-rend 
ing results ensue. The w ife of an 
underground com m unist sa id:

THE 
PARTY IGNORED THIS 
w om a n’s 
ha rdships 
and 
brought 
cha rges tha t her husba nd ha d been 
seeing her without perm ission. The 
utter fa na ticism P a rty discipline 
breeds is shown by her rea ction 
toward the ch a rges: “ If in spite 
of a ll this the Boa rd feels that 
there ha s been a brea ch of d isci­ 
pline, then I a m w illing to a bide 
by a ny decision m a de and a ccept 
w ha tev er control is a greed upon.” 
The underground, perha ps m ore 
than 
a ny other pha se of P a rty 
a ctiv ity , em pha sizes the blind ded­ 
ica tion com m unists ha v e to their 
Pa rty . T he m em ber becom es so 
entra nced w ith his m ission tha t 
his ha rdships, sufferings, and ob­ 
sta cles becom e cha llenges to ov er­ 
com e, not rea sons for d iscoura ge­ 
m ent. • 
Children bom in the com m unist 
underground a re often not giv en 
their true fa m ily na m es.

M any 
tim es the underground becom es a 
ca ta com b of ba ck-sta bbing and the 
settling of old scores. 


Sex ua l im m ora lity a lso is a betted 
by underground

been sent a w a y from his w ife and 
children, liv ed In C hica go with a n ­ 
other w’om a n. In an E a stern city , 
a w om a n w’hose husba nd w’a# un­ 
derground ca rried on an a ffa ir with 
a nother m a n. In still a nother In­ 
sta nce 
a 
w ife 
“ kept 
com pa ny ” 
w ith a m a n w liile her husband w a s 
forbidden 
by the 
P a rty ’s under 
ground lea ders to see her. 


But 
a ll 
these 
shifts, 
m idnight 
m eetings, and esca pe ta ctics ha v e 
only one m ea ning: the strengthen­ 
ing 
of the 
P a rty . 
The 
ca rdina l 
question a lw a y s is, “ What is best 
for the P a rty ? ” 
ONE PARTY LEA D ER STATED, 
“ Our best people a re in this field 
. . . They a re not in it for a dv ent­ 
ure, rom a nce, thrills or plea sure 
. . . ” They “ a re in it beca use that 
is w’here the P a rty w a nts them for 
politica l rea sons . . . ” He describ­ 
ed being sent underground a s “ one 
of the toughest and ha rdest a ssig n ­ 
m ents for a n y one.” 
That is w hy the P a rty endea v ors 
to m a ke ov er a ny indiv idua l in the 
P a rty into the com plete com m unist 
m a n or w om a n, one unquestioning­ 
ly obedient ev en w hen he is be­ 
y ond the P a rty ’s im m edia te con­ 
trol.

This ty pe of fa na tica l com m unist, 
when instructed and directed to do 
so, would not hesita te to lea d a 
riot, stea l v ita l m ilita ry secrets, 
sa bota ge defense industries, or per­ 
form illega l a ctiv ities. Here is the 
true com m unist a t w’ork. without 
concern for persona l risk or sa fety .
